Warrant  for  Annual  Meetin 


STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

[l.  s.]  To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Enfield, 
qualified  to  vote  in  town  affairs: — 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  House 
in  said  town,  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  March  next,  at 
nine  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following 
subjects: — 

i.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  major  vote,  Town  Clerk, 
three  Selectmen,  Treasurer,  Overseer  of  the  Poor,  one 
Library  Trustee  for  three  years  and  one  or  more,  not 
exceeding  three,  Highway  Agents. 

2.  To  choose  all  other  necessary  Town  officers  and 
Agents  as  the  town  may  judge  necessary  to  be  chosen 

3.  To  see  how  much  money  the  Town  will  vote  to 
raise  to  defray  Town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year. 

4.  To  see  how  much  money  the  Town  will  vote  to 
raise  for  the  support  of  Schools  for  the  ensuing  year. 

5.  To  see  how  much  money  the  Town  will  vote  to 
raise  for  the  support  of  Highways  for  the  ensuing  year 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  take  any  action  in  regard 
to  the  delivery  of  Blank  Inventories. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  a  sum  not 
exceeding  fifty  dollars  for  the  proper  observance  of 
Memorial  Day. 

8.  To  see  how  much  money  the  Town  will  vote  to 
raise  for  maintaining  Street  Lighting  by  Electricity  foi 
the  ensuing  year  as  the  lights  are  now  located. 


9.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in  regard 
to  the  Collection  of  Taxes. 

10.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in  regard 
to  employing  Police  officers. 

n.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in  rela- 
tion to  heating  and  lighting  for  the  use  of  the  G.  A.  R . 
and  Women's  Relief  Corps,  Whitney  Hall,  Dining 
Room  and  their  rooms  in  the  Library  and  Memorial 
Building. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  of  the  be- 
quest of  the  late  Mark  P.  Burnham  as  follows:  Item 
three  of  his  will  of  Feb.  19,  1899,  "I  give  and  bequeath 
to  the  Town  of  Enfield,  one  hundred  dollars,  if  said 
town  will  accept  the  same,  upon  the  following  condi- 
tions, that  the  interest  upon  the  said  hundred  dollars 
shall  be  expended  annually,  in  so  far  as  the  same  may 
be  needed,  to  keep  a  lot,  in  which  I  may  be  buried, 
in  good  repair  forever  and  such  part  of  the  income 
as  is  not  needed  for  that  purpose,  to  be  for  the  use 
of  said  town." 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  of  the  sum 
of  two  hundred  dollars  from  Mary  A.  Dennison,  upon 
the  following  conditions:  "This  money  to  be  held  as  a 
perpetual  fund  of  the  town,  and  whatever  portion  of  the 
interest  of  this  sum  as  is  needed,  shall  be  expended 
each  year  in  caring  for  the  family  lot  of  the  late  John 
C.  Clough  at  Enfield  Center,  N.  H.,  whatever  interest 
remaining,  after  giving  proper  care  to  said  lot,  shall  be 
for  the  use  of  the  town  of  Enfield." 

14.  To  see  it  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  from 
Hannah  C.  Purmort,  Judith  Day,  Edwin  F.  Foster  and 
others,  a  sum  of  money  not  to  exceed  five  hundred  dol- 
lars, as  a  trust  fund  and  instruct  the  Selectmen  to  ex- 
pend the  interest  on  said  fund  at  3  per  cent,  annually, 
for  the  purpose  of  keeping  Purmort  cemetery,  so  called. 
at  West  Enfield  in  good  condition. 


15-  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in  regard 
to  a  proposition  to  be  presented  by  Edwin  F.  Foster,  in 
relation  to  a  one  thousand  dollar  fund,  to  be  known  as 
the  Mariah  H.  Atwell  School  Fund. 

16.  Pursuant  to  a  petition  of  ten  or  more  legal 
voters  of  the  Town  of  Enfield: — 

ist.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  a 
Police  Court  in  and  for  said  Town  of  Enfield. 

2nd.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  provide  a  suit 
able  place  where  such  sessions  of  said  court  as  may  be 
appointed  by  law  or  by  a  rule  of  the  court  may  be 
holden. 

3rd.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  provide  a  suitable  com- 
pensation, not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars  per  annum 
tor  the  justice  of  said  Police  Court. 

4th.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  a  suitable  compen- 
sation for  a  clerk  of  said  court  and  make  all  other  and 
such  necessary  provisions  as  the  establishment  of  such 
court  may  require. 

17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  Chapter  40 
of  the  laws  passed  January  session  1899:  "Section  i, 
Any  town  or  city  which  now  holds  or  may  hereafter 
hold  in  trust  by  bequest  or  otherwise,  any  fund  for  the 
care  of  any  cemetery  or  any  private  lot  therein,  may 
pay  the  same  into  the  town  or  citv  treasury  and  so  long 
as  the  same  remains  therein,  said  town  or  city  shall  pay 
ihereon,  an  annual  income  at  the  rate  of  three  and  one- 
half  per  cent.,  which  income  shall  be  expended  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  terms  of  the  trust  by  which  said  fund 
or  funds  are  held." 

"Section  2,  This  act  shall  not  be  enforced  except  in 
such  towns  and  cities  as  by  vote  of  the  town  or  city 
counsel  shall  so  elect." 

18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  a 
sum  of  money  to  defray  expenses  of  observing  "Old 
Home  Week",  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  17,  laws  of  1901. 


19.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Com- 
mittees, or  Officers  heretofore  chosen  and  pass  any  vote 
relating  thereto  and  transact  any  other  business  that 
may  legally  come  before  said  meeting.

This  being  the  first  report  of  the  Library  from  its 
new  home,  we  take  the  opportunity  to  congratulate  all 
the  citizens  of  the  town,  upOn  the  acquisition  of  such 
nice,  commodious  quarters,  as  we  now  have  for  our 
library.  The  room  is  ample  and  the  shelving  is  ade- 
quate for  some  years  to  come,  as  we  have  shelf  room  for 
double  the  present  number  of  books. 

We  also  wish  to  express  for  ourselves  and  in  behalf 
of  all  the  citizens  of  the  town,  gratitude  and  thanks  to 
all,  who  were  in  any  way  instrumental  in  obtaining  the 
present  commodious  home  for  our  library.  It  now  has 
a  home  and  is  a  library  in  fact  and  in  deed.  It  now 
only  needs  a  fund  of  endowment  for  its  support,  to  in- 
sure its  permanence  and  its  increasing  usefulness. 

We  hope  and  trust  that  such  an  endowment  may 
come  before  very  long. 

The  library  was  moved  into  the  new  library  build- 
ing April  1,  the  first  issue  of  books  being  April  13  1901. 
There  has  been  a  steady  increase  in  the  number  of 
cards  issued  and  of  books  taken  out,  and  we  trust  that 
this  may  continue.  We  would  remind  all  that  this  is 
a  peoples'  library  free  to  every  citizen  of  the  town,  and 
we  urge  upon  the  attention  of  all  the  great  opportuni- 
ties thus  afforded, 


The  plan  of  having  the  Librarian,  only,  handle  the 
books,  made  quite  an  increase  in  the  work  of  the  Libra- 
rian, but  this  has,  so  far,  made  no  additional  expense 
as  Miss  Pattee  has  given  the  needed  help  gratuitously. 
For  this  and  much  other  service,  the  other  members  of 
the  board  of  trustees,  tender  to  her  our  sincere  thanks. 

238  books  have  been  added  the  past  year,  the  whole 
number  now  on  the  catalogue  being  about  2800. 

We  extend  our  hearty  thanks  to  those  who  have, 
during  the  year,  donated  books  to  the  library  and  we 
hope  others  may  in  the  future  do  the  same.  They  are
